The Re- 


publican chairman of the appropriations committee in the house is 
reported to have said: ''Let "em quit if they want to; they're only 
a bunch of Democrats." But the fact is that the DemoTats and 
Republicans are practically equal in number. Some of them have 
been in the departments for years and have not received an increase 
of any kind while the cost of living has almost doubled. Employes 
of the industrial department have formed an organization to pre- 
jsent their case. 


Other departments, too, are affected. The Board of Administra- 


tion finds a serious situation confronting it. Employes in many 
state institutions are leaving because they can command far better 
salaries outside of public service. The state is the loser because many 
of them are highly trained specialists -who cannot be replaced at the 
salaries it is possible for tbe executive officers to offer. 


Yet the legislature could find it possible to vote thousands of 


dollars for Ho-we's histories, legislative histories and for other forms 
of nonsense; $100.000 for an armory at on« place; $30,000 for an 
armory at another and so on •without end. Not that the armory 
appropriation vronld not be approved in normal times but thcsp are 
not normal times 


To sum it all up the controlling party in the legislature has 


failed ufterly to fulfill its obligations. 
It made no attempt to sur- 


vey and solve the salary question in the state departments. It was 
lacking in business foresight and si.gaeity. It showed time and attain 
& de.-,irc to play politics and to embarass the administration rather 
than to meet fairly and squarely the problems of the city in the gov- 
ernment of the state. 


Furthermore tbe final coup of the Republican leaders, in recess- 


fng from the last of June to the first of December, to assemble only 
at the call of the presiding officers in each house, brings about an un- 
heard of situation in Ohio. Xo matter how se/fStts a situation mipht 
arise the governor has no power to summon the legislature, as is 
given him in the constitution of the state—the legislature by its 
own hand has vested that power in its officers, who are Republicans.

ARXOtJJ HEATRV DOHRMAS 


IB th« city of Steubciiville, while 


the United States was fighting its 
second war with 
Great 
Britain, 


there died a man who had become 
an' international factor in the first 
war with that country—the war of 
the revolution—Arnold Henry Dohr- 
man. He WM * citizen of the Neth- 
erlands, but daring the revolution 
was living in Portugal, where he was 
able to supplr the colonial forces at 
sea with food, clothing and money. 
It is not apparent that Bohrmau did 
this without hopy of compensation, 
but it was plain that he was taking 
long chances on erer getting any- 
thing for his goods and jservices anil 
that his action was largely dictated 
by his sympathies for the American 
cause. 


Patrick Henry called the attention 


of congress to what Dohrman was 
doing and »ae was directed to keep 
an account of his contributions to 
the cause and they would be taken 
care of. 
At the close of the war 


he rendered a claim for a little over 
$26.000, but as he could show re- 
ceipts for only about $6.000, after 
some delay that amount was paid 
nira and in addition he was allowed 
a salary of SI600 a year eonrprued 
from the date when his services to 
the country began. 


He had become a citizen of the 


United States and was living and 
engaged m business in Xew York. 
As a further compensation for his 
services congress authorized him to 
select any township in the last three 
of the First Seren Ranges in the 
Ohio survey and 
"sight 
unseen" 


Dohrman selected township 
13 in 


the seventh range. 
The track lies 


now partly in Harrison and partly 
in Tuscarawas county. 


Dohrman did not succeed well in 


business in Xew York and two fires 
in his establishment brole him up. 
He mortagaged his Ohio township 
and "being ultimately forced to sell 
it, did so at a disadvantage. While 
conducting these 
negotiations 
he 


moved to Steubenville. He was stil1 


urging his claims to further compen- 
sation from the government at the 
time of his death. 
Congress grant- 


ed an annuity of $400 a year to his 
widow. Racnael Dohrman. and $100 
additional for each of their minor 
children.
